Time ha-* been passing rapidly, and 
hut little of note occurring that would 
interest people anxious for news from 
the gold field« . 
People are still going 
ov er the glacier, and nome are reported 
a.^ hav ing gone up another pass near 
by the glacier, and that they reach a 
point nearer the Copper riv er than by 
way of the glacier: it is also claimed 
that this trail will bo a much better 
one than the one ov er the glacier« . 
Sev eral week .« ago—I think the la« t 
week in April—a snow slide occurred 
on the trail at the camp near the sum­ 
mit, and another down at the third 
bench. 
In this last one about ten peo­ 
ple and sev eral horses and donk eys 
were cov ered up. 
Fiv e of the donk eys 
and one horse were k illed, but none of 
the people. 
The slide at the camp 
near the summit cov ered up about 
thirty people, and two of them were 
smothered. 
One of thorn was from 
Chicago, and came on the same boat 
that we did. 
The other man no one 
k new. Both were tak en ov er to timber 
on the other side of the summit and 
buried. 
Quite a number who happened to be 
late found it difficult to cross the trail 
with much of a load. 
The glacier, I 
think , is passable at any time with a 
light load, but from now on till the 
crev ices are again filled in the winter 
with drifted snow, no pack ing of pro­ 
v isions can be done. 
As to this other 
lately discov ered trail, 1 can say noth­ 
ing except that sev eral hav e claimed 
to hav e gone ov er it, and that it is a 
nearer and better route to the riv er 
than the glacier route. 
We hav e our sawmill up and run­ 
ning: but w e are a long ways from re­ 
pair shops, etc., and anything that 
was forgotten or lost or what wa? 
brought that did not suit has to be 
made to do anyhow'. 
For this reason 
we hav e not been able to do much saw­ 
ing yet 
We hav e, howev er, sawed 
lumber for a 16 by 30 house, and on 
'.his last day of May Eck stein \ Hen 
tiing got the building enclosed; that 
mean« completed in this country. 
The snow is disappearing quite rapid­ 
ly now. 
In places the mountains are 
bare; in others there are from three to 
iv e feet of snow yet. 
Two week s ago fiv e of us—Eck stein, 
)ison, Fisher, your humble serv ant 
aud a Mr. Anderson from Minneapolis, 
—started out around the sound on a 
prospecting tour 
We trav eled on a 
-mall steamboat that we hav e leased 
for a tear 
We hav e heard a great deal from 
time to time -ince being hereof a riv er

sound about twenty-fiv e miles west if 
where we are camped, and that it 
comes from the other -ideof the range. 
We first started to look for this riv er. 
1: 1- not on the map: and for about four 
days, while we were look ing for it, we 
thought we wore not on the earth, 
either. 
We finally found what we think is 
the riv er. 
It is located at the east side 
of a glacier that stands lik e a groat 
wall along the Sound to a distant e o' 
about liv e or six miles. This glacier is 
constantly fulling into the Sound and 
when the great pieces fall off they 
mak e u noise lik e thunder 
Before 
coming to thi- stream we followed up 
two different streams west of the gla 
cier. 
One we prospected about four 
miles, the other to a short distance 
abov e its mouth. 
On both we found 
what some of them thought was “col­ 
or-.1 
1 >n the stream we took to be the 
iv er that we were look ing for we found 
what we were quite certain was the 
genuine “.-tuff.’1 
I sav ed what wi 
nought to be “ the precious” from 


and then cut the quick silv er out with 
acid: one v ery lonesome look ing little 
speck of gold wa» found to be left 
Last Sunday we crossed the bay to 
Canon Creek and panned out some dirt 
on 
claims 
that 
are stak ed there, 
brought home what look ed lik e miner­ 
al and put it to the same test as the 
other and found that it contained oot 
ev en a trace of gold. 
Pyrites of iron, 
or “ fools’ gold” is properly named. 
The inexperienced are finding “ colors 
all around here. 
I can find nothing *0 
far that will stand the acid test. 
There are some fine look ing quartz 
properties 
on 
the different islands 
about the Sound. 
The leads seems to 
be well defined and are v ery lar ge, 
running from 10 to 20 feet in pay rock , 
carrying copper, 
gold 
and 
silv er. 
These properties require capita- to 
open up. Those that I hav e seen, 
ho w ­ 
ev er, are » 0 situated that about ail }ou 
hav e to do is to q uarry straight into it 
and ship the ore out; except one,that is 
now being opened up by some company. 
This mine i* stak ed at low tide and a 
lev ee of some k ind to k eep back rhe 
tide will hav e to be built before the 
mine can be work ed. 
There is now an 
a- ayer and some work men at work on 
it—tak ing out rock between tides and 
testing it 
We hav e heard but little 
from those who hav e gone In toward 
Copper Riv er other than that they are 
getting along 
Mr. C. D. Bisore, lead­ 
er of our delegation wrote us May ith. 
that they were still waiting for the ice 
to go out of the riv er. 
Yesterday four 
came back saying that they had lost 
all of their prov isions by their boat 
capsizing in the riv er. 
One was tak en 
out for dead, supposed to bo drowned, 
but was brought to. 
You who are 
reading this in your cosy homes in the 
Last must not think that prospecting is 
an easy job. 
One’s life is in the bal­ 
ance at all times. 
While going up the 
riv er t at we followed we were at times 
on the side of the glacier and could 
hear water running underneath us un­ 
der the snow. 
We crossed a few* of these places' 
concluded the chances too great and 
turned back . 
About a month later the 
ice will be out of the riv er sufficiently 
to go up In a boat, thus av oiding the 
glacier, 
it may seem strange to you 
people, where the thermometer rarely 
reaches zero in the winter, that snow 
would be here in June. 
But in Prince 
William’s 
Sound 
the 
temperature 
seems to be alm ostthesam ethegreater 
part of the year, and as soon as 
you get back from the Sound you are 
in colder country. 
Comparing my 
statements with what 1 see in other 
papers from here and elsewhere in 
Alask a, I fear that some of you may 
think that I am shading the picture a 
little too dark , but 1 can assure you 
that no one is more eager to lighten it 
up than I am: but! shall state the facts 
just as I see them. 
1 shall not report 
gold found until I hav e positiv e k nowl­ 
edge that it is found. 
Tco much he a r­ 
say information is published a?* fact. 
Stories become exaggerated here as 
elsewhere; they need to go through but 
v ery few hands until their proportions 
are greatly increased. 
We are here 
look ing for gold in paying quantities in 
placer ground and no k ind of reports 
that we may mak e will put it here. 
If 
it is here we can probably find it. 
As each boat comes in we hear war 
news and in that way we hav e k ept 
pretty well posted on the great eontliet 
between the “ great big’ United States 
and “ little” Spain. 
We are all patri­ 
otic and believ e Uncle Samuel can tak e 
care of himself in a seuffie. 
But to 
your humble serv ant the great prepa­ 
rations and fuss made to handle Spain 
seem a little out of proportion to the 
requirements of the case. 
Almost as bad are the great prepara­ 
tions made by the Ala>*k b explorers to 
subdue the sav age Indians and to cap. 
turc the frolicsome bear and the tine^ 
“cornfed” caribou that roam the Alas­ 
k an wilds and is made to grace the ta­ 
bles of gold seek ers only. There is in 
ail probability 5,000 rounds of ammuni­ 
tion for ev ery Indian, bear and caribou 
that will be seen in the country 
and 
but v ery few of them will ev er be used 
on anything larger than a porcupine or 
a sea gull. 
Our Mr. Barr captured some k ind of 
a rodent yesterday while up the creek 
after a pail of water. 
It was nearly 
the size of a musk rat, but ev idently did 
not belong to that family. 
His hide 
was added to the list of trophies and 
will be pointed out to hi.-* grandchild, 
ren as belonging to the animal he 
smothered under the snow in Alask a. 
The buildings in Copper City still con 
tinue to increase in number. 
Ev ery 
thing that is built is supposed to be a 
business building, waiting, patiently 
w aiting, for the glad tidings to come 
from the inierior. 
it all depends on 
that 
Something found and they will 
be happy here: until then it mud nec­ 
essarily bi quiet.

There was another diplom atic protest of 
the combined foreign representatives to 
the Japan cm* government, and Com­ 
mander MeDugail, who happened to he 
in port w ith the W yoming, suggested 
that if the mikado could not take a fall 
out of his rebellious subject, the Wyo 
ming could and would w ithout much 
urging. This struck the government as 
a good thing aud an easy way out of f he 
international difficulty, 
so Me Du gall 
was given carte blanche to settle ac­ 
counts w ith the Prince of Nagato in be­ 
half of all the powers concerned, ami 
he forthw ith sailed away. 
It was the m iddle of Ju ly when the 
W yoming found herself in the strait 
of Simouoseki and in sight of the shore 
batteries which w ere a part of the 
prince*« defenses to seaward. 
Before 
she had tim e to open on the batteries 
two Japanese gunboats loomed up, one 
ahead and one astern, in the narrow 
strait, and presently a third came cruis­ 
ing out from among the neighboring is­ 
lands. 
It was a nasty place for a fight, 
MeDugail being w ithout charts or pa­ 
ints, and the odds were more than 
enough for Nelson himself, being 48 
guns of the three Japanese vessi Js to the 
20 of the old W yoming, to say nothing 
of the batteries on shore. 
There was 
still a chance to run, barring some dan­ 
ger of grounding in the narrow channels 
among the islands, but tin* idea does not 
seem to have occurred to any one aboard 
the frigate. 
W orking to w indw ard of the nearest 
Japanese, the W yoming opened at long 
range and worked down on her till, 
when close aboard, there was nothing of 
the enemy left standing above decks. 
The other two vessels had 
com e up in 
the m eantim e and engaged the A m eri­ 
can on either side, hut she lay to and 
gave them shot for shot, port and sta r­ 
board, till her gunners w en - smoke 
blind and tho flame of the guns no 
lo n ­ 
ger served to light the battlecloud that 
rolled m wjiite billows over the smooth 
waters of the strait. 
It was desperate 
work in the shallow water, but the 
W yoming was the lu st vessel, and she 
outm am uvered her tw o opponents from 
start to finish, though twice aground 
and once afire, w ith as m any men knock­ 
ed out from splinters and heat as from 
thi' enem y’s shot. 
F ighting 
themselves 
out 
of 
one 
smoke patch into another, tho three com­ 
batants circled around like two crows 
and a kingbird till they had drifted 
down in range of the .shore batteries, 
which gayly took a hand in the game. 
But MeDugail ran across the bows of 
one « it his enemies, raked her as he 
went and left her a floating wreck, and 
then turned his attention to the bat­ 
teries. 
T he W yom ing's men rigged the 
sm ith’s forge on dick and tossed hot 
shot into the works ashore till they set 
them at ire and the soldiers fled, and the 
other .laps on t he rem aining cruiser, de­ 
ciding enough was as good as a feast, 
followed their example. 
So MeDugail mended his rigging and 
patched . his bulw arks, and m eanw hile 
sent word to jhe recalcitrant prince to 
come down aud settle or he would sail 
inland and shell the royal palace about 
its royal ow ner's ears. 
The prince, who was no less discreet 
than Colonel i rockett’s coon, 
came 
down promptly, and of the resulting in­ 
demnify f;UK),000 fell to the lot of the 
I tilted States, 
it was many years be­ 
fore this money got into the treasury of 
the I nited States, but m eantim e tho 
state department had charge of it and 
had invested it so w ell that there was a 
very little short of £ 2,000,000 finally 
turned over to the government, which, 
after all, was pn tty good pay for one 
day’s fighting, w ith a loss of only five 
killed and six wounded.— W ashington 
Host.

Since the advent of the speedy torpe 
do b oat and since rapid firing guns have 
b een placed on b attleships and cruisers 
an explosive that would ;*!ow to the 
officers and gunners an unob structt*d 
view of an enemy undt r all conditions 
has b een sought, and thousands of dol 
lars have b een expended in the effort to 
ob tain a satisfactory sub stitute for b lack 
gunpowder. 
Cordite, the latest explo­ 
sive, is said to he the most satisfactory 
propel 1 iinfc of modern times for naval 
warfare, and the expert opinion seems 
to b e that in a few years gunpowder as 
now understood will have vanished. 
The earliest records of estab lished 
powder mills show that there was only 
one in operation in 1590, this one b eing 
in England. During the year 
1787 the 
W altham Ab b ey Powder mills were 
pure has« ni b y the English government. 
They are still conducted b y it. The Fa- 
versham mills, which up to that date 
were the largest in the world, passed 
into the hands of a private corporation 
in 1815. 
The m anufacture of powder 
was continued w ithout much improve­ 
ment, except in the efficiency of the 
grinding and mixing machinery, until 
ab out 85 years ago, the formula for 
b lack powder b eing saltpeter 75 parts, 
charcoal 15 parts and sulphur 10 parts, 
the whole forming a mechanical mix 
turn and not a chemical compound. 
Smokeless powder, however, b ecame 
ab solutely a necessity, for the reason 
that smoke producing powders masked 
the ob ject aimed « at, and the torpedo 
b oat, which was b ecoming a recognized 
feature of naval warfare, could dash up 
and discharge one or more deadly m is­ 
siles under cover of the smoke. 
Smokeless powders were first pro­ 
duced in f ranee, and for some time the 
secret of the m anufacture was guarded 
jealously. 
As soon as the necessity for 
this kind of powder b ecame apparent, 
however, a numb er of manufacturers 
devoted attention to it. and as a result 
various b rands of smokeless explosives 
were placed on the market. 
The most satisfactory results eventu­ 
ally marie their appearance in cordite, 
which was produced through exjieri- 
aients made b y Professor Do war and Sir 
| Frederick Ab el. Cordite is coinjio&ed of 
I nitroglycerin 68* per cent, gun cotton 37 
I per cent and vaseline 5 i>er cent Nitro- 
I glycerin is an oily, colorless liq uid and 
an active poison. It is produced b y m ix­ 
ing a q uantity of sulphuric acid with 
almost doub le the am ount of nitric acid 
and allowing it to cool. Ab out one- 
eighth of the total w eight of glycerin is 
then added gradually, the m ixture b e­ 
ing kept b elow a temperature of 70 de­ 
grees F. b y passing air and cold w ater 
through it. After the mixturo has stood 
a sufficient time the acids are drawn off, 
and the residue (nitroglycerin) is wash* 
ed and filtered. 
Nitroglycerin cannot b e ignited easily 
b y a flume, and a lighted match or ta 
per plunged into it would b e extinguish 
ed. It is sensitive to friction or percus 
sion, either of which will detonate it. 
Another peculiarity is that the higher 
the temperature the more sensitive it 
b ecomes. It w ill solidify at a tem per­ 
ature of 40 degrees, and its explosive 
force is estimated to b e ab out twelve 
times that of gun powder. 
One of the most approved methods 
used in the m anufacture of gun cotton 
is this: The raw cotton is tom into 
shreds, dried and dipped in a mixture 
of sulphuric and nitric acids. It is then 
placed m a stream of running w ater and 
washed thoroughly. The cotton is then 
w rung out, usually in a centrifugal ma 
mine. 
It is afterw ard b oiled, dried, cut into 
pulp and pressed into disks. When the 
gun cotton is finished, there should b it 
no trace of the acids remaining. 
Vase 
line, the other component part of cor­ 
dite, is the well known extract from pe­ 
troleum, and its usefulness is chieflv to 
lub ricate the b ore of the gun and thus 
lessen the friction b etween it and the 
projectile. It also has a tendency to im ­ 
part a waterproof nature to cordite. 
A colorless liq uid prepared from ace­ 
tate of lime, called acetone, is used as a 
solvent in the m anufacture of cordite. 
The method of preparing the explosive 
, is: The req uired proportion of nitro- 
j ghc-eriu is poured over the gun cotton 
j and the two, with the addition of k e ­ 
tone, are kneaded together into a stiff 
paste. 
Vaseline is then added, and the 
I whole compound, after b eing thorough- 
i lv mixed, is put into a machine and the 
cordite pressed out and cut into lengths 
after which it is dried 
To the artillerist the nature of cordite 
is represented b y a fraction whose n u­ 
merator gives in hundredths of an inch 
the diameter of the die through which 
the cordite has b een pressed, its denom­ 
inator b eing the length of the stick in 
inches. 
The cordite known as 80-12, 
which is the size used for the 
6 inch 
q uick firing guns, signifies that its d i­ 
ameter is three-tenths of an inch, and 
it is 12 inches long.
